FIRST ANNUAL MEETING OF CHAPTER PRESIDENTS 
HELD AT WINDOW RCXK 

During the period of August 29 through September 
1, a very important meeting took place at Window Rock. 
At that time the Chapter Presidents from various parts 
of the Navajo country gathered in the Tribal Council 
Hall for the first onnual Chapter Presidents' meeting. 

About o year ago the Tribal Council approved the pay¬ 
ment of the Chapter Officers in an effort to stimulate 


Chapter activity Reservation-wide. The Navajo tribe 
through its advisory and other committees, is moving 
ahead very fast.it is very inportant that the Navajo peo¬ 
ple be kept informed and given every opportunity to ex¬ 
press their veiws and particapte in Council decisions. 
This can be accomplished through regular local meetings, 
especially meetings of the Chapters. 

At the time the payment of Chapter Officers was ap¬ 
proved, the Council also approved a 3-day meeting once 
each year at Window Rock. At this annual meeting the 
Chapter Officers would be given information about 
all the Bureau and Tribal programs, and an opportunity 
to ask questions about them. They would be told of the 
first year's progress, and of plans of the coming year. It 
would be expected that they would take this information 
back to their people at home. 

Accordingly, during the lost part of August, the Copter 
Presidents gathered at Window Rock. The agenda was 
very full, and they were so interested in getting all the 
information they possibly could in the short time available 
that they met at night and even on Saturday. 

The Tribal Chairman, Mr. Paul Jones, opened the meet¬ 
ing with an explanation of its purpose. Robert Young also 
explained its purpose in detail. The General Superinten¬ 
dent, Mr. G. Warren Spaulding explained the organization 
of the Bureau of Indian Affairs, especially the level of ad¬ 
ministration. These are: the Secretary of the interior, 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, the Area Director, the 
General Suprintendent, the Assistant Suprintendents and 
the Subagency Suprintendents here on the Navajo Reser¬ 
vation. Each level has certain responsibilities and 
authorities. Mr. Spaulding stressed the fact that the Nav¬ 
ajo people, in various communities, should look to the 
Subagency Suprintendents since they are the men in 
charge of nearly all programs in their respective sub¬ 
agencies. People no longer need to make the long jour¬ 
ney to Window Rock to take care of local problems. 

Mr. Charles E. Morelock, Assistant General Suprinten¬ 
dent in charge of Community Services, reviewed the 
organization of the Navajo Agency at Window Rock and 
the Subagency with regard to Education, Welfare, Relo¬ 
cation, ond Law and Order. Other speakers, including the 
chiefs of the Branches and the Council Committee Chair¬ 
man, spoke about specific subjects such as the Tribal 
Scholarship Program, the Clothing Program, the eye-care 
program and the tribal police and courts. 

Mr. Reino Sarlin represented the Assistant General Su¬ 
perintendent in charge of Resources, and reviewed the 
Agency and Subagency organization with regard to Land 
Operations, Realty, Forestry and roads. Branch Chiefs and 
Council Committee Chairmen and other spokesmen re¬ 
viewed the program of eoch Branch in detail. These in¬ 
clude well-drilling, sheep dipping, ram heads, windmill 
maintenance, predator control, rodd mointenance and 
construction, land allotment matters, oil, gas and mineral 
leasing, land purchasees, etc. 

Dr. Henry Kassel, Area Medical Officer from Albuquer¬ 
que, New Mexico, reviewed in detail the plans and pro¬ 
gram of the United States Public Health Services. 

Mr. Maurice McCabe, Secretary-Treasurer of the Nav¬ 
ajo Tribe, and other spokesmen from the Tribal offices, 
reviewed the Tribal organization and their lines of work. 

The Credit Program was carefully explained, and there 
followed a question and answer period during which Chap¬ 
ter Presidents asked a great many questions about sub¬ 
jects they did not fully understand. The meeting closed

FROM THE BRANCHES 

Education: 

A work shop was held for classroom teachers at Crown- 
point, New Mexico during the summer. The procedural 
problems were discussed and demonstrations of teaching 
methods were also studied. 

At Tuba City Subagency, a meeting of school principals 
was held, at which time the Subpgency Public Health 
Medical Officer reviewed with Education personnel the 
approaches through which the Public Health Service will 


cooperate with Education personnel in providing needed 
health services at Navajo schools. 

At Shiprock a two week orientation session was held 
for the benefit of all new teachers on the Navajo Reser¬ 
vation. Participants took part in a demonstration work¬ 
shop, and heard various Agency personnel discuss a vari¬ 
ety of problems and subjects. The orientation session is an 
integral phase of employment program of the Branch of 
Education. Each Subagency and school intends to continue 
the orientation program after individual employees are 
assigned to their field stations. 

Relocation: 

All personnel attached to the Navajo Agency Branch of 
Relocation attended the National Conference of Relo¬ 
cation Service in Denver, Colorado last August. All phases 
of Relocation Program were discussed by field. Agency 
and Central Office personnel. 

On August 4, Mr. Robert M. Cullum, formly Chief of 
the Branch of Relocation, Navajo Agency, transferred to 
the position of Area Relocation Specialist in Gallup. Mr. 

Cullum was replaced by Mr. Kent Fitzgerald, formly of 
the Denver Central Office Branch of Relocation. 

Also Mr. Carl Todachene has joined the Relocation 
staff at the Fort Defiance Subagency. 

Branch of Welfare: 

Funds available in the current fiscal year for General 
Assistance are limited, and the entire Reservation case¬ 
load is being reviewed in an efford to stay within the al¬ 
location. In general. State standards for relief are taken 
as guidelines. These are more restrictive than the stand¬ 
ards normally followed by Bureau. Limitation of funds 
makes it necessary to adopt and follow restrictive stand¬ 
ards of eligibility. 

The staff of the Branch of Welfare is deeply concerned 
about a large number of blind and deaf Navajo Children 
who ore being referred for admittance to special schools. 
Presently, funds are available with which to take care of 
only 33 such children in the State schools of-Arizona and 
New Mexico, and for the maintenance of six feebleminded 
children under custodial care. However, there are at least 
nine additional children who should be sent to school, but 
for whom funds are not currently available. The Branch 
of Welfare favors transfer of responsibility for the edu¬ 
cation of handicapped children to the Branch of Edu¬ 
cation. 

Law and Order \ 

During the summer the Branch of Law and Order 
received delivery of 17 new police panels which have ^ 
subsequently been assigned to various Reservation sta¬ 
tions. Radio equipment were installed in all the new 
panels. 

On August 3, the Chief of the Law and Order Branch, 
the Criminal Investigator, and the two Reservation 
Police Captains received commissions as New Mexico 
State Liquor Inspectors. 

Branch of Land Operation 

During the summer the Tribol Ram Herd Enterprise 
purchased 323 adult breeding rams. An additional total 
af 410 ram lambs ware also purchased, for use next 
year. The breeding stock was selected by a team of 
Navajo Agency personnel, in conjunction with the Direc¬ 
tor of the Southwestern Sheep Breeding Laboratory of 
Fort Wingate, New Mexico.

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Sixteen beavers were planted in the Wheatfields Creek, 
Whiskey Creek and Bowl Canyon area in a project 
carried on cooperatively v/ith the New Mexico Fish ond 
Game Department. Also rainbow trout were planted in 
Antelope Lake, Fluted Rock Lake, Whiskey Creek and 
Wheatfield Lake. 

Forestry 

Preliminary plans for the expansion of the Navajo 
Tribal Sawmill Enterprise were informally presented to 
the Agency and the Tribe this summer by Messrs. Her¬ 
bert Jenson, Arnold Wallen and W. H. Rambo. It wOv'd 
appear that the Navajo Tribe will soon hove the opppor- 
tunity to select from the recomendations made by the 
consultants. There is every promise that the Navajo 
could become one of the largest integrated timber oper¬ 
ations in the entire southwest.

WANT TO APPLY TO BECOME A FIRE FIGHTER? 

If you wish to eat a little smoke, the Arizona State 
Employment Service maybe able to help you. The Service 
can put you on the list of fire fighters. 

The Arizona State Employment Service finds people 
who wish to fight forest fires and turns this list over to 
the United States Forest Service who hires the men. 

Fire fighters have to be over 18 years of age. The 
equipment you will need to fight fires will be supplied 
by the Forest Service. All you will need to get for your¬ 
self will be some heavy shoes, gloves and work clothes. 

You will receive pay plus your board for your work. 
The rate of pay are like this. Unskilled fire fighters get 
$1.30 an hour; semiskilled fire fighters get $1.40 an 
hour. And the skilled fire figthers get $1.50 an hour.

The proposed rood would be built through Colorado 
into the Four Corners area where New Mexico, Colorado, 
Utah and Arizona come together. 

The road would swing through Arizona to the Tuba 
City highway and from there to U. S. Highway 89. It 
would join U. S. Highway 66 at Flagstaff. 

The new rood would provide access to the Four 
Corners area, where at the present time a considerable 
omount of exploration for uranium is taking place. 

The new road would also make Monument Volley 
and other scenic attractions of the Navajo Reservation 
more occessible to tourist from Colorado and Utah side.

Guiding the students in their projects are teachers- 
sponsors who are selected by school principals for their 
leodership ability ond genuine interest in the Junior Red 
Cross Program. 

"The American Junior Red Cross offers school children 
on excellent opportunity to develop qualities of leader¬ 
ship and responsibility," said Henry A. Wall, Director 
of Schools, Navajo Agency. "Its program is for children 
of all ages, and it assists schools and parents in helping 
these children along the road to responsible adulthood." 

The students have a large roll in planning their own 
Junior Red Cross activities. Through student member¬ 
ship on school councils and committees and Red Cross 
Chapter-wide councils, they promte and coordi,pate 
their programs within the school and chapter. 

"Junior Red Cross members," said Buck Benham, 
Junior Red Cross chairman of the Navajo Red Cross 
Chapter, "are learning to put humanitarian ideals of 
the Red Cross into daily use. They are being taught the 
principles of good citizenship."
